Officials Confident That New Taxa-

Washington, Oct. 4.—With the dem- 
ocratic tariff 
law consummated ac- 
tivity today was transferred from the 
halls of congress to the treasury de- 
partment 
where Secretary McAdoo 
and Assistant Secretary Hamlin be- 
gan the development of a plan of en 
forcement. 
treasury officials declared that the 
new act will be the lowest tariff law 
in the history of the country with the 
possible exception of the Walker tar- 
iff of 1846 and its amendatory tariffs 
of 1857. A Competitive Tariff. 
With President Wilson 
and 
the 
congressional framfrs of the law the 
declared it was "a competitive tariff 
and freely expressed the conviction 
that business would be invigorated 
and sustained through its operations. 
Officials 
were 
equally 
confident 
that it would afford the government 
ample revenue. 
Tt is 
roughly esti- 
mated that one hundred million dol 
lars worth of merchandise held in 
bond will soon be withdrawn and pay- 
ment o£ duty made under the new 


Compared with the Payne-Aldrich 
act this will mean a loss o£ ten mil 
lion dollars to the government. Treas- 
ury otficials maintained that these 
withdrawals would have no percepti- 
ble effect upon the business of the 
country. To Issue Regulations. 
General regulations will be issued 
within a few days covering the tariff 
as a whole and these will be followed 
by specific rules regarding each of 
the intricate schedules. 
The most difficult 
administrative 
feature of the new act is the income 
tax provision. This entirely new ven- 
ture will require the work of experts 
to draft a workable plan that will in- 
sure the 
government receiving its 
lawful dues from every taxable citi- 
zen.

most numerous crimes committed by 
Koreans are connected in some wa; 
with tombs and burials. This is the 
conclusion of 
1VI. Kokubu, chief pub 
lie procurator of the supreme com1 
here. 
A common occurrence is foi 
Koreans to bury their dead in grounc 
belonging to other 
people withou 
first obtaining the consent 
of 
the 
owner. 
This is 
sometimes accom 
plished in secret, sometimes by force 
and it is almost invariably done undei 
the cover of darkness. 
The underlying reason fo,r these of 
fences is 
the 
Korean superstition 
that the prosperity or unliappiness n 
the surviving members of the family 
in which death has occurred, as wel 
as the happiness of the departed per 
son, depends upon the selection of the 
burial ground of the dead. Therefore 
when Koreans are told by soothsay 
ers that a certain spot is good for the 
burial place they do not hesitate TO 
take 
possession 
of 
the 
indicated 
ground. 
Blackmail concerning tombs also is 
frequent. The criminals first open up 
the tombs belonging to some wealthy 
family, then remove the head of the 
corpse and hold it for ransom. In for- 
mer times the blackmailer succeeded, 
as Koreans believe that the desecra^ 
tion of tombs brings woe to those who 
allowed them to remain in a rxiinec 
condition. 
Recently these Berime*-, 
have decreased, owing to .the activity 
of the police. 


Abduction of Brides Tolerated. 
Mr. Kokubu has recorded 
another 
favorite Korean custom, namely, the 
carrying off by force of widows by 
bachelors who are unable to marry 
in. the regular way on account of their 
poverty. 


Influenced by 
Confucianism, Kor- 
ean women in general 
believe that 
they are morally bound not to marry 
a second time. 
On the 
other hand, 
many men connot marry on account 
of the great expense attached to the 
ceremony. These two conditions have 
combined to bring about abductions, 
which are very often 
nothing more 
than elopements. Immediately after 
a woman loses her 
husband some 
Don Juan, in needy circumstances is 
certain 
to 
undertake 
her 
rescue 
from 
widowhood. Accompanied by 
friends he goes to the woman's house 
at midnight and bears her away. Af- 
terward the marriage is announced a 
a banquet and nobody blames the ab- 
ductor or the abducted, who are sup- 
posed to be happy for ever afterward 
Koreans Marry Early. 
The 
investigation of crime and 
criminals in Korea by Procurator Ko- 
kubu. and the tradition of the widow's 
abduction, led him to study marriage 
customs in general. 
These 
he finds 
have not been 
changed by the an- 
nexation of the peninsula to Japan. 
All classes of Koreans marry very 
early. Not infrequently one meets in 
Korea boys and girls of fourteen or 
fifteen already married; . These" boy 
arid girl marriages are arranged by 
their parents, the young people hay- 
ing no. voice in the 
matter. The de- 
cision rests- with an 
astrologer, to 
whom the parents of a prospective 
couple go for advice. If the astrologer 
decides against the pact the matter 
is dropped. If his advice be favora- 
he, presents are exchanged between 
the two 
families 
and 
the 
coming" 
wedding is announced to the actua1 
narties to.the alliance. They ars 
however, still not 
allowed to 
set 
each other. 
In Korea, girls 'are kept confined 
in an "inner chamber" and are not 
allowed to go out. They are entire 
ly. cut off from society, and 
conse- 
tiuently are melancholy and 
unsocia- 
ble,, presents are exchanged between 
accepted by the prospective bride a? 
heart-breaking news, for she has tc 
leave her own family and join strange 
people. On the wedding day she says- 
eood-bye to her parents and goes '.o 
the bridegroom's house, carried in a 
Korean chair, covered with a tiger's 
skin.

away the evil spirit. The bride is 
only allowed to see her husband for 
the first time when the wedding cere- 
mony is over, for during the cereraonv 
her head is enveloned in a thick veil.

IS RESCUED AT LAST 


FROM TOMB IN MINE 


Thomas Tosheskey Walks into Open 


Air Early Today After Spending 


a Week Imprisoned Under 


Ground.

Centralia, 
Pa., 
Oct 
4.—Thomas, 
Tosheskey, prisoner since Friday of 
last week in a chamber of the Conti- 
nental mine of the Lehigh Valley Coal 
company, walked Into the open air 
a free and comparatively well man 
twenty-two minutes before eight this 
morning. He was taken to his home 
in Centralia, three miles away from 
his underground prison, and at once 
put to bed apparently none the worse 
for his remarkable experience. 
Taken From Tunnel. 
It was 7:15 when, the last of the 
coal was driven away and the man 
crawled out of 
the opening o£ the 
prison chamber into the tunnel which 
had been driven toward him by eager 
and willing workers. 
Seven minutes 
later the first indication was given 
to the outside world that the big task 
was completed and the prisoner was 
free. This was when a miner crawled 
to the mouth of the tunnel and called 
at the top of his lungs for blankets 
and hot water to be sent down. At 
7:38 a file of men emerging from the 
heading of the mine pit heralded the 
appearance of the hero of the occa- 
sion. 
Tosheskey 
came 
from, 
his 
prison with a miner just back of him 
ready with hand upraised to assist if 
he needed help, taut he walked with 
agility seemingly none the worse for 
his experience. 


Starts Away Unaided. 
When he stepped onto the wooden 
platform just outside of the narrow 
tunnel and was first able to stand up- 
right he paused for an instant and 
then started up the steep, muddy path 
which led to the open of the mine 
breach. His miner's cap was on his 
head and the lamp was still burning. 
The most noticeable thing about him 
was his pallor which shown through 
the grime 
on his face contrasting 
strangely with the other black face* 
of other miners around him whose 
ruddy color showed even through the 
coal dust. Tosheskey climbed up the 
path to the head of the pit almost un- 
aided. 
Stretchers had been brought 
and there were plenty 
of willing 
hands to carry him, but he would have 
none of it. His whole attitude from 
the time of his rescue until he was 
put to bed was one o,f a semi-stolidity, 
Entombed Once Before. 
Tosheskey was glad to get out of 
prison but he appeared as if it were 
an old story to him and nothing over 
which to make a great fuss. 
Once 
before in his career as a miner he 
had been entombed for 
forty-eight 
hours. 
Half way up 
the path he 
stopped and posed for a photograph 
together with Dr. H. G. Fortner, who 
had been in almost constant touch 
with him. since communication was 
established Tuesday 
night 
and to 


whom is largely due the good health 
of the man. 
Tosheskey wore the broadest smile 


of anyone in the vicinity. He greet- 
ed everybody with "Hello," and in 
reply to inquiries as to how he felt 
answered, "Bully."

Justice Seabiiry of this city for the 
court of appeals. 
"That is one of Barnes' habitual 
lies," said Col. Rooscevelt. "There 
has been no agreement whatever with 
reference to Justice Seabury." 
Commenting on the 
fact that he 
had omitted from his set speech de- 
livered at a banquet in his honor last 
night, reference to the Panama canal 
zone arid complimentary allusions to 
Brazil, Chili and Argentine republics 
—the countries he is not to visit—Col. 
Roosevelt explained he had done BO 
merely because 
he

things more important. The trip to 
South America will occupy seventeen 
days. The colonel will be joined there 
by his son, Kevmit.

DECIDE WHEN DARK 


OR DAYLIGHT COMES 


Decision of Court Gives Them Auto- 


cratic Power 
in 
Enforcement 


of Laws.—Population 


Decline.

Berlin, Oct. 4.—ft is dark In Prus- 
sia whenever the police say it is dark. 
The mere i'act that it may happen still 
to be daylight in 
defiance of police 
orders is of no importance. 
This is the decree of the Prussian 
supreme court in an appeal taken by 
a truck owner accused of driving af- 
ter dark without a lantern on his 
wagon. The law prescribes that a 
lantern must be carried by such, vehi- 
cles .after dark, and the police have 
decided that it is dark thirty minutes 
after the sun sets. The defendant ad- 
mitted that he had driven after tue 
prescribed time without a lantern, but 
contended that it was stil) light. Two 
lower courts permitted him to prove 
his contention and acquitted him. The 
police, the lower courts held, have no 
power to set a certain time when it 
shall be considered dark. The actual 
conditions must govern in each case. 
The supreme court has reversed this 
decision upon appeal by the prosecu- 
tor and imposed a flue on the offend- 
er. 


An analogous ruling has been made 
in an action for damages, brought by 
a tenant of an apartment house who 
had fallen in a dark hallway and in- 
jured himself. 
The landlord plead- 
ed that the house 
had not 
yet ar- 
rived when, by police regulation, hall- 
ways must be lighted. The plaintiff 
offered proof that it was quite dark 
when the 
accident 
happened. The 
prop!: was excjuded as irrelevant. The 
nolice. said the 
court, had decided 
that it was dark at a specified hour, 
and that settled it.

SURFACE CONCRETE PAVING 


WITH A TAR MIXTURE 


(Fond du La* Reporter.) 
As a result of the success of the 
experiment in resurfacing the East Di- 
vision street tar macadam pavement, 
city officials are of the opinion that 
it will be possible to apply a dressing 
on concrete pavements similar to that 
used on Division street, which will 
give the streets the appearance of 
new pavements. 
During the time that fie Division 
street work was being done, a portion 
of the Portland street concrete pave- 
ment was given a similar 
dressing. 
The mixed tar and crushed rock was 
applied for a distance of fifty feet 
while tar and screenings 
was ap- 
plied on the portion of the pavement 
about 100 feet in length. 
Up to the 
present time, 
officials 
declare that the experiment has been 
a success and believe that when the 
surfaces of the present concrete pave- 
ments have been 
worn 
off, it 
will 
make the street almost 
as good as 
when first built. 
While the tar dressing will not be 
applied to any of the concrete pave- 
ments which are to be improved this 
fall, it is the plan of the city officials 
to use the tar mixture in a few years 
when, after the guarantees have ex- 
pired on the street, it will be neces- 


. sary for the city to make repairs. The 
concrete base and facing will make 
an excellent foundation for the tar, 
engineers assert.

and Henry A. Powell: 
Detroit is held its a chief offender 


5n the pollution of the boundary wa- 
ters by Commissioners Streeter and 
Powell, who went to Detroit to inves- 
tigate. Immediate 
measures to pro- 
tect the health of inhabitants of the 
Great Lakes cities are held necessary 
by the commissioners, 
and 
will be 
recommended in their report when it 
is made to the entire commission in 
Ottawa next month. 
"In other words,'' reads the report, 


"that the sewage of these cities must 
be treated to some extent at least be- 
fore its discharge into the river seems 
to be agreed upon. It seems obvious 
that the advisable 
remedy for the 


pollution of the Niagara river which 
the commission will recommend lies 
between the two extremes—a 
very 


slight and inexpensive treatment of 
sewage on one hand, and complete 
sterilization on the other." 
Summing up, the 
commissioners 
say: 


"Our present view is that all cities 
and municipalities should he requlreu 
to safeguard water supplies for drink- 
ing and domestice purposes by Droper 
methods oE purification. This "seems 
to be demanded in any event because 
of occasional inevitable contamina- 
tion of the river waters from surface 
drainage and washings from the drain- 
age area, which cannot be collected i'.i 
any sewer system, but must flow di- 
rectly into the river."
